McNamara answered, absolutely not.

Goyg.jmfiJL.said there was something about a new contact and asked if 
that any good. 

McNamara said he thoug ht so. He said he wouldn't get Bo visit 
scheduled until he had seen the other three. 

Governor said if he was going to have something to testify about 

he would have to see somebody at least Bo’s level. Value of
